The Chronicles of Thomas Covenant the Unbeliever by 
Stephen Donaldson. Fontana 1978. Vol. Lord Foul’s 
Bane Vol. || The Illearth War Vol. Ill The Power that 
Preserves £1.25 each. 


The prospect of reading this massive trilogy—with ‘comparable 
to Tolkien’ blazoned across the cover—filled me with a 
mixture of anticipation and trepidation. The memory of 
the atrocious ‘Sword of Shannara’ by the thrice-accursed 
Terry Brooks still makes me suspicious of any book so 
described: but Donaldson’s originality performed the 
seemingly impossible, dispelling my fears after the first few 
chapters. In his grasp, old cliches like magical rings and 
staffs, underground caverns with bridges across bottomless 
chasms, desolate wastelands bordering on sinister fortresses, 
and wide plains full of a superior breed of horse all gain 
new vitality. 


Perhaps the major source of this lies in the character of 
Thomas Covenant, Unbeliever and leper—yes, leper. Like 
John Carter and the Pevensie children before him, he is trans- 
lated into a world where everyone assumes he is a hero come 
to save them. But unlike them, he recoils from giving what 
he sees as false hope by immersing himself in the heroic 
role: his leprosy makes him unable to believe that he is not 
dreaming, for he cannot afford to relax the iron discipline 
that keeps him alive on earth. And furthermore, he was 
summoned to the Land (as it is called) by Lord Foul the 
Despiser, who combines the evil of the White Witch with the 
manipulative ability of the Lensmens’ Mentor of Arisia—so 
Covenant can never know whether or not Foul is fixing 
everything that occurs. “But Foul has arranged it all. He— 
or the part of me that does the dreaming—has been arranging 
everything from the beginning. He’s been manipulating 
me”. As if these problems aren't enough, the supposed 
source of Covenant's power is his ex-wife’s white gold 
wedding ring— 


“There is wild magic graven in every rock, 
contained for white gold to unleash or control.” 


But neither Covenant nor anybody else except Lord Foul 
has any idea of how to release this power. 


Though Covenant is pure Bogart—sceptic, caustic, refusing 
responsibility—the Land itself is full of echoes of William 
Morris, of Middle-earth, Narnia and Earthsea. A land where 
people serve the Earthpower, and where the Lords of 
Revelstone, mages of wisdom, live in peace studying dead 
Kevin's lore, protected by the weaponless Bloodguard, the 
ancient soldiers whose vow to Kevin keeps them ageless, 
deathless, sleepless: where men and women obtain light and 
heat from wood and stone: where Giants live by the sea, 
forever searching for the way home. All have sworn the 
Oath of Peace— 


“Do not hurt where holding is enough; 
do not wound where hurting is enough; 
do not maim where wounding is enough; 
and kill not where maiming is enough. 

The greatest warrior is one who does not need to kill.”” 


They reject vengeance and violence, and, unique in such a 
book, patriarchy and sexism. 


Here Donaldson adds yet another touch of his own. For it 
was that same old Lord Kevin whose hidden lore is 
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S.BGOKSHO

uncomprehendingly revered by the new Lords, who 
desecrated the Land, destroying all in his last, failed attempt 
to slay Foul. Those olden, golden days turn out to be 
fundamentally flawed—in this fantasy, nostalgia for the past 
is one of the most fatal errors in the present. Covenant the 
leper knew this all along. 

The plot—or rather plots, as this is a genuine trilogy rather 
than a three-volume novel—is too complex to summarize 
further. It unfolds like a Greek tragedy, fatal consequence 
piling up on human error, with the demonical Foul pulling 
the strings. There are no easy or comfortable escapes in 

this work—there’s rape, murder, betrayal and genocide—even 
as you read, key characters die or get killed, whilst old 
ghosts from the previous volume help the web spin inexorably 
towards its lonely climax. 


Read these books—the writing is unobtrusively good 
(difficult in a fantasy), the plot is truly superb, and the 
characterization, in the main, complex and satisfying. 
They're also good value—450 pages in each. It’s impossible 
to convey the richness of them here—except to say that 
even if you read this review first, you'll still be surprised at 
the quality of the books, and how much better they get— 
near myths indeed.
